Casino Tour

This exciting tour takes you 10 miles into the Santa

‘*Airport-in-the-Sky.’’ You see Ironwood trees 
found nowhere else in the world. Both coming and 
going, this tour offers outstanding views of Avalon, 
Catalina's rugged interior, and the Pacific Ocean.

Flying Fish Boat Tour 


(May thru September.) As 40-million-candlepower 
searchlights sweep from the boat towards shore, 
flying fish that are at Catalina all summer soar up 
out of the water — sometimes land in 
the boat!

goat on the steep hillsides.

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Inland Motor Tour 


Once a special tour for VIP's, this 3% hour tour 
takes you above the breathtaking cove-lined coast 
into much of the 66 square miles of beautiful, 
mountainous interior owned by the Santa Catalina 
Island Conservancy. El Rancho Escondido — with 
performances by pure-bred Arabian horses raised 
and trained there. Refreshments — at Old Eagle’s 
Nest Stage Coach Stop. Wild animals — buffalo, ~ 
deer, goat, and boar — wandering unhindered. 
Great tour for those who stay overnight or longer.

Beach Freeway (7) then turn off at Downtown Long 
Beach exit and continue to Golden Shore exit. Take 
Golden Shore Blvd. and follow signs to terminal. 


Long Beach Municipal Airport: San Diego Freeway 
(405) to Lakewood Blvd. North turn-off, and turn left 
at 2nd traffic light on Lakewood Blvd. to airport. 


In summer only, there's a boat from Newport 
Beach. Pacific Coast Highway (1) to Balboa Drive, 
Balboa Drive to Balboa Pavilion.

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Wrigley Memorial 
and Botanical Garden 


The Wrigley Memorial is an imposing structure of 
stone, marble and tile, built as nearly as possible 
from Catalina materials. Below lies the Botanical 
Garden, featuring cactus, succulents, and 
interesting plants endemic to Catalina. A pleasant 
though uphill walk or drive of 1.7 miles from 
downtown Avalon via Avalon Canyon Road. 
Admittance contribution of 50c per person not 
requested of Foundation members and children 
under 12. Daily, frequent tram service to, from 
Avalon, 50c each way. Children under 5, free. 





Golf 


Catalina Visitor's Country Club, with a challenging 
9-hole course offering interesting ocean and 
mountain views, open daily to the public. Golf 
equipment, lockers available at club house. In 
summer, a novel Pitch-Putt course also is open. 


America’s most beautiful miniature golf course, in 
Island Plaza, offers 18 holes of family fun in a park- 
like setting. Open 7 days a week, 9 a.m. to 11 p.m., 
mid-June to mid-Sept. Open weekends at other times. 


Tennis 


Play your best game on the 60’ x 120’ Laykold® 
tennis courts on the beautiful grounds of Las 
Casitas. Nominal fee. 


Fine concrete tennis courts, rackets and balls 
rented at Catalina Visitor’s Country Club. 


Laykold® tennis courts at the Avalon schools are 
available to the public free throughout the summer 
months. Mid-September to mid-June, the courts are 
available before 11 a.m. and after 2:30 p.m.

Camping, Hiking, 
Picnicking 

Camping is back-to- 
nature fun for the family 
in Catalina, limited to 
established campsites. 
Arrangements and payments of 
camping fees must be made in advance through the 
Santa Catalina Island Conservancy Office, 206 
Metropole, Avalon, CA 90704, phone (213) 510-1421. 


Enjoy Catalina’s rich natural beauty by hiking the 
picturesque mountain trails and winding paths around 
Avalon. Charming pergolas with comfortable benches 
placed at vantage points overlooking Avalon and 

the Harbor. For safety and maximum enjoyment, 
hiking into the interior requires a free hiking permit 
which may be obtained at the Conservancy Office. 


Public picnic grounds: With tables, barbecue 
braziers and volleyball courts. Located on Cabrillo 
Crescent. Ask permission to use free at Harbor 
Master’s Office, Pleasure Pier. 


Private picnic grounds: With rustic shelters, tables 
and outdoor barbecue ovens. Located on Avalon 
Canyon Road beyond the stables. Permit must be 
obtained and fees paid at Visitor’s Center.
